SPECIAL TREATMENT OF ULTRAMARINE FOR 
PAPER MAKING. 

As the presence of free sulphur 
would much impair the value of ultrama- 
rine for use in paper making and paper 
staining it is necessary. to remove all of 
this, as well as the easily decomposable sul- 
phur compounds which are always present. 
The usual method is to extract the blue 
with boiling lime water. This operation is 
repeated several times in the case of fine 
blues until no green coloration, due to sul- 
phide of calcium, is noticeable in the super- 
natant liquid. Washing with hot water, 
drying, sieving and bolting complete the 
operations. 

In making the bright, lighter colored 
blues of the best quality burnt china clay 
was at first used solely. It was first ground 
dry, then mixed with the ultramarine and 
ground wet. This class of blue, constituting 
the original variety of mixed blues, was ai- 
ways carefully and uniformly prepared and 
gave good results. To imitate small blues 
some of the German works use ground 
barytes (sulphate of barium) and even finely 
ground quartz, in spite of its gritty nature. 
Such mixtures are offered as imitation 
smalts. Another method of mixing is to re- 
duce the blue by grinding with gypsum or 
pearl hardening and then moistening with 
water. After mixing and moistening the 
blue is passed through wire sieves running 
from coarse to the finest possible. Blues 
so reduced are in demand by consumers ig- 
norant of their true character owing to their 
cheapness, but as they always lighten up 
on drying completely, especially if exposed 
to a high temperature, their use is never 
satisfactory and shades cannot be depended 
on.

course a fraudulent practice intended to 
make the article appear stronger in coloring 
power than it really is. 
been adopted by very many makers, and 
owing to its deceptive nature deserves a 
little fuller description. 
ways been to use some liquid which will 
keep the blue constantly moist and not 
allow it to lighten up at any ordinary tem- 
perature. Acids and acid salts cannot be 
used as hygroscopic additions owing to 
their decomposing action on the blue. 
Sulphides of the alkalies and alkaline earths, 
caustic alkalies, calcium chloride, magne-

sium chloride, &c., cannot be used, as they | 
become carbonated owing to the large | 


surface exposed to the air when a quantity 
of blue is moistened with their solution. 
Some of these lose their hygroscopic nature 
by combining with the silica or sulphur 
acids from either blue or gypsum. Others, 
such as calcium chloride, absorb carbonic 
acid from the air and are converted into a 
white powder (calcium carbonate or chalk, 
which still more reduces the strength of the 
coloring matter by increasing the quantity 
of white matter added to the blue. As to 


each of both, diluted with 24 parts, by 
weight, of water. After well mixing with 
a wooden shovel the mass is passed through 
a coarse sieve and stored for twenty-four 
hours. When the mass has attained a 
uniform degree of moisture it is mixed 
with one-half of the color intended to be 


mixed and again allowed to remain for | 


twenty-four hours without being touched. 
Then the other half of the color is added 
and the whole is sieved through a rotating 
sieve running at about 800 rotations per 
minute. The longer the moistened mix- 
ture lies the darker it gets and the super- 
fluous water is allowed to evaporate spon- 
taneously. The quantity of water added 
depends on the amount of glycerine and

TESTING PAPER. MAKER'S ULTRAMARINE. 

The value of ultramarine, apart from the 
intensity of its coloring power and the 
purity of its tone, depends on the fol- 
lowing factors : 

(a) Alum resisting power. 
(6) Acid resisting power. 
(c) Coverfhg power. 

(2) Fineness of grinding. 
(e) Glazing properties. 
(7) Small specific gravity. 

In the nature of things, also owing 
to the complexity of the chemical com- 
position of the color, all methods of 
testing must be principally compara- 
tive and based on the behavior of a 
specimen selected by experience as a 
standard owing to its fulfilling special 
requirements in a high degree. As 
such athing asa standard ultramarine 
does not exist in the industry, each 
paper maker must select his own. 

UNIFORM HYGROSCOPIC STATE. 

Before making any comparative 
tests as to the coloring powers of 
ultramarines it is always necessary to 
bring the same to the same hygro- 
scopic state, for obvious reasons. Shak- 
ing up with water, filtering and tast- 
ing the filtrate will generally show 
up samples doctored with glycerine or 
molasses. Such should be washed 
and dried before being tested. 
blue not containing hygroscopic additions 
may be brought to the same hygroscopic 
state by being exposed under a bell jar 
along with a dish of water for several days 
in a warm room.

Paper Polishing Machine. 





An illustration is given of a machine 
for finishing and polishing paper, the object 
being to provide simple and effective mech- 
anism for polishing paper when it is fed 
from a continuous strip or roll, provision 
being made for preventing undue tension

and regular feed.

d@. The upper drawing roll rests with its 
full weight upon the lower roll. The press- 
ure of the upper roll upon the lower one is 
increased by means of weights, /, suspended 
from levers, /’, fulcrumed to the top of the 
slotted standards e*. These levers are each 
provided with a depending arm, /2, which 
rests upon the bearing of the upper roller. 
The degree of pressure may be varied by 
changing the weight, or sliding it upon the 
lever. 

In the rear of the rolls ¢’ ¢* is arranged a 
paper roll, g*, upon which the paper rolls or 
winds. This paper roll is driven by a belt, 
£, passing from a pulley, g’, fast to the 
spindle of the roll ¢*, toa pulley, g*, arranged 
upon the shaft of the roll g*. The roll ¢* is 
provided with a belt pulley, e¢*, for driving 
therolls.

Trials and Triumphs of a Mill- 
wright. 


First Paper.

For an experienced millwright to en- 
ter suddenly upon a new job and assume 
all of the duties connected therewith with- 
out the least time to study up the new place 
is a hard bit of work, to say the least, and

ment. The roll is not keyed or otherwise 
permanently secured to its shaft, but is held 
by frictional contact to normally turn there- 
with ; but will slip upon the shaft when it 
encounters a certain resistance, and by this 
means provision is made for the required 
variation in the motion of the roll as the 
size of the roll of paper wound thereon 
increases, 

In connection with the drawing rolls ¢ 
e? there is a vibratory or yielding roll, 7’, 
mounted in slotted bearings, 4’, on the bed 
d between the drawing rolls and the 
polisher. This roll is of irregular outline, 
its periphery being curved, as shown, the 
curve, preferably, being struck with the 
same radius as the curved bearing surface 4 
of the polishing bed. 

The polishing roll holds the paper between 
it and the bed while it is in contact with the 
paper in passing from edge to edge of the 
latter. When the polishing roll is at or 
near one edge of the paper, the weight of 
the vibratory roll draws the opposite edge 
of the paper slightly, and upon the return 
movement of the polishing roll the opposite 
end of the vibratory roll draws the freed 
edge of the paper, so that the paper is 
drawn rearwardly from each edge alter- 
nately. The movement of the roll 4 is a rock- 
ing movement, first one end and then the 
other being lowered and then raised, a 
movement permitted by the slotted bear- 
ings. The progress of the paper through 
the drawing rolls being regular and the 
strain thereon uniform, the action of the 
polishing roll and the yielding roll on 
opposite edges of the sheet is rendered so 
slight as to produce little slack therein, 
the paper being so slightly displaced or 
disturbed that no wrinkling results in the 
sheet.

strange mill is calculated to bring out 
very quickly just what there is in him, 
and he will soon show himself capa- 
ble of managing the work to advan- 
tage or he will fail and throw up the 
job in disgust. The bits of experi- 
ence to be told in this and the follow- 
ing papers will be from actual ex- 
perience of the writer and other mill- 
wrights. It is hoped that readers of 
THE JouRNAL may be able to find a 
‘kink "or a ‘‘ wrinkle” new to them 
and thereby add to their stock in trade 
of ways and means, making them- 
selves better mechanics, earning bet- 
ter wages and being able to keep 
the mill running with less loss of time 
for running repairs. 

John French was a young man of 
twenty-four. He had been for more 
than a year in charge of repairs ina 
small one machine mill, and deter- 
mined to tramp around for a few 
years, working in other mills, in order 
to perfect himself in the millwright’s 
trade and at the same time find, if 
possible, a more profitable field of 
labor. As “Tramp” our millwright 
will be known in these papers. A 
job was secured in a three machine mill 
and Tramp, being diffident about stating 
his price, agreed to work for ‘‘ just what he 
was worth.” He learned his first lesson 
when the first pay day came around six 
weeks afterward—they paid by the month 
then—when the treasurer presented him 
with an envelope containing wages at the 
rate of $2.50 per day. Tramp had four men 
and their work to look after, and then and 
there mentally vowed to look after himself 
in future and never begin work for a man 
until a price had been set and agreed to. 
During the ten months that Tramp worked 
in that mill he received just $2.50 per day. 
Twice he asked for more wages, stating 
that he was earning more than he received, 
but was met by the polite reply that ‘‘he 
was getting just what he agreed to work 
for and ought to be satisfied.” Tramp said 
no more, but considered the circumstance as 
one of the ‘‘trials” he was to encounter, 
and kept his weather eye open for job No. 2. 

The first work Tramp did in that mill was | 
to overhaul a sheet cutter which could not 
be made to cut sheets of even length. It | 
was one of the continuous motion type, in 
which the web of paper did not stop while | 
the knife acted, but kept continually in mo- | 
tion, the knife clipping off the sheet so | 
quickly that there was, theoretically, no | 
need of stopping the web of paper. The 
length of sheet was regulated by two cones 
and a leather belt 5 inches wide. Some- 
times the sheet would be an eighth of an 


inch long, again it would be as much short. 
After a good deal of study Tramp found 
that the difference in length was caused by 
the belt slipping on one or the other of the 
cones. Curiously enough, he found that 
the belt almost always slipped toward the 
big end of the cone, instead of, as he ex- 
pected, toward the small end. He found 
that the slip was caused by the unequal 


as it ran over the cone, one edge of the belt 
had to travel over an inch or two more cone 


| surface than the other edge, and something 


had to slip to cover the difference of travel. 
As the edge of the belt on the larger diame- 
ter of the cone had the greater area of con- 
tact, it naturally was able to stick to the 
pulley better, and the edge having the 
lesser surface of contact with the cone had 
to slip. Tramp also found that the slipping 
was not gradual and steady, as might be 
expected, but seemed to come by occasional 
jumps and jerks. At other times, for a few 
seconds, the slip would be even and gradual, 
and two or three sheets would be cut of the 
same length. — 

As the mill was short of cutters it was 
necessary to run this one, and it was set to 
cut sheets one-fourth inch too long and the 
paper afterwards had one end trimmed 
down on the press cutter. This occurrence 
gave Tramp an excellent opportunity to 
study the cutter while it was running, and 
he soon found that the y slipping of 
the belt was caused by the trembling of the 
main shaft which received the driving belt 
from beneath the floor. This shaft also 
carried the driver of the pair of cones, and 
as the main pulley was outside of the bear- 
ing there was no support on the outside of 
the main pulley and the pull and roughness 
of the belt caused the shaft to tremble « 
casionally to a considerable extent. The 
trembling caused the cone belt to slip first 
on one cone, then perhaps on the other, 
making the sheet long or short accordingly 
as the belt shipped on the driver or driven 
cone, 

Tramp rigged up a cast iron arm and - 
placed a box thereon. The arm was bolted 
to the outside of the cutter frame so that 
the box came close up to the pulley on the 
main shaft. This stopped most of the 
trembling, and the slip was so gradual that 
it could be pretty well calculated upon and 
the cones were set accordingly when ad- 
justing the length of sheet. The cutter 
worked much better, and Tramp scored his 
first triumph. Still he was not satisfied 
with the performance of the cutter, and 
determined to improve it more. At the first 
chance he procured a piece of rawhide rope 
1 inch in diameter and spliced it together in 
place of the 5 inch leather belt on the cones. 
The belt guides were removed and a pair of 
castings bolted in their places, each casting 
having through it a hole just big enough to 
let the rawhide rope pass freely without 
much lost motion. When the rig was first 
put on it worked nicely; the belt being 5 
inches wide there was a good deal of chance 
for the slip to occur anywhere within that 
distance, thus’ making the sheet in error 
either short or long. With the rawhide 
rope the contact on the cones was reduced 
to almost a ‘‘ mathematical line,” so that 
the slip, if any, would be always in one di- 
rection, viz., toward making a shorter 
sheet. 

It was found, however, that there was no 
appreciable slip, the rawhide rope being 
ample to drive the cones, and no trouble 
was experienced in that direction, so Tramp 
thought he had scored a perfect triumph 
with the cutter. A few days’ use told a 
different story. The rawhide rope was so 
influenced by the weather, and there being

It became necessary to put new bars in 
one of the beating engines and the 12 inch 
double belt had to be taken off in order to 
prevent that engine from running, as the 
beater rolls were all belted direct from the 
main shaft. It wasa tedious job to put on 
the clamps and take out the belt hooks, that 
kind being used which were slipped through 
holes in the ends of the belt and then ham- 
mered down flat. Tramp found that if he 
attempted to cut the hooks with a cold 
chisel the belt would be injured by the 
pulling out of the last two or three hooks 
before they could be cut off, therefore he 
had to put on the belt clamps and screw 
them up tight enough to take most of the 
strain off of the hooks before cutting them. 

As it was quite a jobto put on the clamps 
and the belt looked as if there was a little 
slack in it Tramp asked one of the engine 
nen if the belt ever gave trouble by slip- 
ping?

The combination of the wholesale 
paper dealers, stationers and fancy goods 
against the representatives of 
Eastern manufacturers who visit this coast 
and sell to the retail trade has been so suc- 
cessful that the agreement entered into in 
January, 1891, is to be renewed and a per- 
manent organization effected. The agree- 
ment was to remain in force for one year 
from the date of the signing of the same by 
the jobbers. It was bitterly contested by 
some of the Eastern houses, but without 
success. They found that the signers of the 
agreement were in dead earnest and were 
determined to keep out this competition at 
all hazard. The first traveler discovered 
selling to the retail trade found that he had 
made a serious mistake when he called upon 
the jobbers. They all flatly refused to pur- 
chase any goods from him. This happened 
in some few more cases, among which were 
those of representatives for staple goods 
which a stationer was thought not to be 
able to do without, before the Eastern 
houses realized the stubbornness and de- 
terminedness of the men with whom they 
had to deal. Since then the agreement has 
worked to a charm and no traveler of an 
Eastern house ever thinks of—much less 
dares attempt—selling to the retail trade. 
In view of these circumstances and real- 
izing the benefits derived from the agree- 
ment the paper dealers, stationers and 


dealers 


| fancy goods men have determined to asso- 


ciate themselves by the formation of a 
permanent organization. J. Curtis, of Payot, 
Upham & Co., who acted as secretary to 
the combination and who was very active 


| in securing the enforcement of the terms of 


the agreement during the last year, is now 
engaged in obtaining the signatures of the 
different jobbers to a new agreement which 
provides for the formation of an associa- 
tion. Membership fees and dues will be 
paid by the signers and regular officers 
elected as soon as the signatures of all the 


jobbers are secured. It may be plainly 
seen that the usual method of representa- 
tives selling to the retail trade and then 
loading up the jobbers with the same goods 
at the same prices, thereby leaving them no 
market in which to dispose of their stock, 
has been so thoroughly discountenanced 
that it will never again be attempted suc- 
cessfully in this State. 

While some of the paper dealers report an 
active condition of trade, the majority of 
reports prove that the quiet noticeable 
lately continues to a considerable extent. 
However, the prospects for better times 
seem to be quite good. The printing trade 
is in a deplorable condition, the reason for 
which it is hard to understand. For several 
months preceding elections this line of 
trade always picks up, and the sales of 
paper are increased in like proportion. 

The California Paper Company is run- 
ning its mill at Stockton to its regular out- 
put, supplying the many contracts it holds 
for furnishing news paper to the press 
throughout the State. 

Edward M. Taylor, vice-president and 
manager of the S. P. Taylor Paper Com- 
pany, states as follows: ‘‘ We are about to 
put in a new 62 inch machine to accommo- 
date our trade with straw wrapping paper. 
This is rendered necessary by the dicta- 
torial terms of the straw syndicate now in 
operation on this coast. The 5 per cent. re- 
bate given by this combination on 50 ton 
lots has not had the beneficial results ex- 
pected. The intention to protect the larger 
dealers in this way has miscarried, having 
been defeated by the smaller dealers com- 
bining and purchasing their stock in 50 ton 
lots, which are divided among them at the 
wholesale rates and enable them to success- 
fully compete with the large dealers. 

The Lebanon Paper Mill, Lebanon, Ore., 
is now in active operation, the first ship- 
ment of paper having left the mill for this 
city on February 10. The product is straw 
paper, which the advance samples received 
show to be of good quality. 

Walter Witham, of Blake, Moffitt & 
Towne, states that the Los Angeles branch 
of the firm is in excellent condition. In re- 
gard to the city trade he reports business 
to be rather quiet, although a slight in- 
crease is noticeable lately. 

A. Zellerbach & Sons state that they 
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expect a considerable invoice of colored 
print and poster papers, cover paper, &c., 
on the ship Yarkand, now due from Ham- 
burg. They received a good sized invoice 
of German news on the last vessel which 
arrived in port. They further state that 
there is no more German straw paper being 
imported into this market, the rates from 
Europe at present being too high to bring 
it here profitably. This firm reports an 
active condition of trade and large sales of 
all kinds of paper. 

Cutler Bonestell, of Bonestell & Co., ex- 
presses surprise at the good state of busi- 
ness experienced by the firm at the present 
date, which, although assisted materially 
by some large contracts recently secured, 
considerably exceeds expectations in view 
of the previous quiet spell. 

The Willamette Pulp and Paper Com- 
pany, Oregon City, Ore., is running its mill 
to its full capacity on news and manilla pa- 
per, supplying old contracts and regular 
customers. 

William G. Richardson reports good sales 
of newspaper by the Manufacturers’ Paper 
Company, of New York, of which he is the 
Pacific Coast agent. His agency of thte 
Graham Paper Company is so well estab- 
lished that his business in this line always 
keeps him actively employed. 

The Pacific Roll Paper Company states 
that there is no decrease in the demand for 
Hopking’s holders and cutters on this coast. 
and that the orders for the same, in con- 
junction with those for roll and wrapping 
paper, keep the hands steadily and actively 
employed.

There is very little that is new this 
week as to the state of trade, because there 
has been no change worth mentioning since 
last week. Thereis a very evenly balanced 
movement of paper, but nothing like a 
boom. The winter is likely to close with a 
very fair showing as to the amount of busi- 
ness done. Prices have undergone no 
special change within the past two weeks 
and ruling rates are adhered to. One hears 
now and then of some special concessions 
on certain grades, but this is the exception 
and not the rule. All of the mills are run- 
ning well and no one admits that business 
is at all slack. Orders are fairly plentiful, 
especially for the best grades, and the out- 
look for a continuation of such business is 
good. The accumulation of finished goods 
is being somewhat reduced at some of the 
mills. 

The old Winona Paper Mill, which was 
recently started up by the Chemical Paper. 
Company No. 2, is now run by the George 
C. Gill Paper Company. The matter was 
képt very quiet. When the Winona Mill 
was sold at auction Mr. Gill became inter- 
ested and has devoted much of his time to 
the developing of the plant. Mr. Gill re- 
tired from the active management of the 
Chemical No. 1 mill when the annual meet- 
ing was held a few weeks ago, but still re- 
tains his interest in the latter mill. He will 
now devote his entire energies tothe Winona 
Mill. He is also interested in the Platner & 
Porter Manufacturing Company at Union. 
ville, Conn., and is a member of the board 
of directors. Mr. Gill is one of our bright- 
est young manufacturers, and under his 
personal supervision there is no reason why 
his latest venture should not succeed, as he 
is quite conservative in his views. 

The new paper company to be located at 
Mittineaque is likely to undertake the 
manufacture of photograph paper, which as 
yet has never been made successfully in 
this country. One company in this city 
spent considerable money a few years ago 
experimenting on this paper, but the result 
was far from satisfactory.

Obituary. 





Tuomas Faye. 

Thomas Faye, one of the pioneer wall 
paper manufacturers of the country and an 
old resident of Washington Heights, died 
February 24 of paralysis of the heart at his 
home, 152d street and St. Nicholas place, 
New York. He had been ailing for three 
years. Mr. Faye was born in Galway, Ire- 
land, May 18, 1810, and came to this city 
when eight years of age with his father, 
who was on a tour of the world. His father 
dying suddenly, the boy was thrown on his 
own resources and became a clerk in the 
wall paper establishment of Francis Pares, 
236 Pearl street. He was taken into part- 
nership in 1830, but drew out after several 
years and went into the same business with 
Lewis Belrose. ‘They had a factory in West 
Twenty-ninth street and a salesroom at 257 
Broadway. 

Mr. Faye retired from business twenty- 
five years ago. It is claimed for him that 
he was the first to make wall paper by ma- 
chinery, and he received the original gold 
medal of the American Institute. He built 
a mansion on Washington Heights in 1860 
and there he afterward spent most of his 
life. He was a close friend of Horace 
Greeley and Wendell Phillips. 

Mr. Faye married the eldest daughter of 
the late Judge Copeland, the first mayor of 
Brooklyn. His wife died last April. There 
are six living children. Mr. Faye formerly 
lived in Brooklyn and built the first brown 
stone house in that city at Clinton and Pa- 
cific streets. He was a life member of the 
New York Historical Society.

This is done in order to bet- 
ter reduce the strong liquefied bark of the 
stems and to bear lighter on the delicate 
bark of the twigs, and so avoid losses of 
fibre. This kind of working will do when 
small boiling vessels are used, but in 
the Fujigori Mill (machine mill), in which 
mitsumata bark is also sometimes used, it 
is cooked in large globular rotaries at 60 
pounds pressure, and of course the process 
is not so gentle.

Trade Talks. 


James Symington, Lancaster, Pa.—\ had 
a very pleasant trip abroad and came home 
on the Majestic. It was a fine trip, and 
you know the steamer broke the record. I 
was sent over by the Pusey & Jones Com- 
pany and went in company with Mr. Savery 
of that concern. We were very kindly re- 
ceived, and especially by Mr. Annandale, 
of the Beltonford Works, Dunbar, Scotland. 
We went over in order to finally settle on 
the character of the machine which Mr. 
Savery’s company is to build for use at the 
Columbian Fair. We visited a large num- 
ber of mills, among them the Star mills, 
the Sun mills, the Heapbridge mills, of 
Bury, the Shotley Grove mills, the Chad- 
wick & Taylor mills near Manchester, 
the Cowan mills, Inveresk mills, Craig 
mills, and in short all of the principal mills 
of Great Britain. We also visited the Arm- 
strong gun factory, the Elder shipyard, 
where the new Cunard liners are being built, 
and many other places. The big machine 
at the Star mills, of which so much 
has been said, is not yet built, and 








some suggestions which were made by 
us were adopted. After talking with 
Mr. Turner, of the Star paper mills, 
and Mr. Jackson, of Bentley & Jackson, 
we decided that the machine for the Colum- 
bian Fair should be 160 inches wide, with a 
breast roll of three-quarter inch gun metal, 
and in fact built all through in the best 
possible manner. After it has been ex- 
hibited it will be taken by the Hudson 
River Pulp and Paper Company and 
placed in its mill at Palmer’s Falls, N. Y, 
The widest machine in Great Britain to- 
day is only 126 inches. At Dundee I was 
greatly surprised to see jute butts, which 
had been shipped from New York, being 
unloaded. Both at Dundee and Edinburgh 
there is great excitement over the high 
| prices of jute stocks, and the spinning 
mills are down to half time. 


John H. Walker, of F. R. Walker & 
Son, New York—Yes, jute stocks are very 
high, and I do not see that they are going to 
be lower. Paper makers certainly cannot pay 
present prices and sell their papers at the 
figures which they are now getting. They 
will have to get better values. I am not in 
favor of any agreement as to prices among 
the manilla paper manufacturers, because 
such agreements are of no avail. Iam in 
favor, however, of the makers of manillas 
coming together and agreeing to restrict 
production and having a shut down of say 
two days a week, or a whole week or two 
or three weeks, as they may decide. This 
| would get rid of the present accumulation 
and prices would rise naturally. Another 
effect would be a lessening of the consump- 
tion of stock, and prices then would stop 
going upward. In all other trades manu- 
facturers come together and discuss and 
act on questions of interest to the trade ;

How important his invention is may be 
proved from the fact that he has received 
more than 250 certificates, all expressing the 
greatest admiration and satisfaction. The 
machine, which is shown in the accompany- 
ing cut, consists of two horizontal steel 
cylinders, placed parallel. These cylinders 
are of the best crucible steel. The one 
cylinder is driven at a speed of 200 revolu- 
tions per minute. Both cylinders are provided 
with teeth-like projections arranged spiral- 
ly, the pitch of the spiral being twice as 
great at the front end as at the rear. By 
means of these teeth the one cylinder drives 
the other similarly to two gears. The cylin- 
ders are inclosed in a box, in which ribs 
vertical to the cylinder serve to increase 
the friction. Below the cylinders is a knife 
running parallel to them, just below their 
point of contact. The stuff enters contin- 
ually at the front end of the machine and is

The 
wetter you work the less the friction and 
the less separation of the fibres, but you 
can prevent clogging of the machine very 
easily by increasing the water admission. 

I have seen in THE JouRNAL that Wendler 
& Spiro, Watertown, N. Y., have obtained 


the control of this machine for United 
States and Canada. These gentlemen or- 
dered two machines ; one of them will work 
in a paper mill on rags and waste paper, 


and the other in a sulphite mill to work up 
slivers and partly cooked wood. 

I am convinced that the results which 
these machines will give will satisfy the 
demands of most of the mills in 


country. 

The triturator cannot replace the engine 
entirely except with news paper stock, but 
it will add to its capacity wonderfully by
